liEFVBLlOAN imTITUTIONS IN 
FRANCE. 

('"illubu yoara ago ull France lay ut tho 
feot of uoited Gonnany. Uur lU-inieB 
■which had bo long been viotori.uis woro 
no more. In the brief spnco of two 
mnntliH, lliu aceoiul empire hud fajlou to 
|)iucia iiiul it,H tMiipuror waa a naptive ^iii 
tho hiiiulH of an mioiuiit foe. Louis Na- 
poleon, but 11 short time bfjforo looked 
upon as the lubitor of Europe, beheld hie 
iraperiftl diadem awept awuy in ii aiut^lo 
day, and himself a priaoner of war. The 
morning of the 16th July, 1S70, saw tho 
armioa of France aliouting out in loud ac- 
cluim "Vivi! L'Empereur," tho ovoiiiiig of 
Septumber tho lat witnessed tho defout of 
AlciMuhun al Sedan and the surrender of 
^iapoloou 111 to the Pruasian monarch. 
Four dayslater imperial Franco became a re- 
public and LeonGambatta its guiding star. 
To bring order out of the chaos and oon- 
fosioii exiatinf,' ull around them, to or- 
■^ani/.e a new army Vj face the vietorioua 
Pruaaians already at tlie gatoa of 
the capital itself, to till a dopiolud 
treasury, to roatoro hope and courage to 
a despairing people, were some of thu 
tasks which fell to the lot of -states men 
who, for tho moat part, were untrio^i and 
inexperienced. Throughout tho dark 
days of the Oommune wlieu the revolu- 
tionary scenea of US-tS wore ro-enactod, 
and the atreets of Paris ■.v^:un ran red 
with blood, the younj^ republic, with 
Thiers at ita head, struggled for 
its very existence. But happily the 
]>orDioioua dootrinea of Proudhon and 
iho deductive onilury of Louis Blano 
and Liidru Rolliii did not pro\;ail." 
During ilio three ycara that Thiers occu- 
pied the preaiiiential ehuir, tho atate ro- 
tri(wed much of ita loaaea incurred in tho 
late war. Law and order wore lirmly es- 
tablished and a growing aonse of security 
was felt by the country at largo. Two- 
thirds of tho enormous indemnity was 
paid and I ho Oerman force of oc- 
cupation reduced to a single division 
But it was not podsible for France to re.st 
contentedly, 'i'lie oe.iaeleas activity and 
ambition of hor political leaders began to 
allow itsd If in tho effjrts ot the Legitim- 
ista and Orkaniats to overthrow tho 
young republic and restore the monarchy. 
Tho atubborneao of a Bourbon, in refus- 
ing to accept tho throne without the tra- 
ditional white banner of his auceatora, 
once more proved the salvation of the 
rojiublio, Four timoi? during; the chief 
mai;iatraL-y ot McM.ihon did the people 
declare Hnii.batii'ally at the poUa their 
belief in a ropul)lioan form of government. 
The Coup d'Etat of Mollahon's time 
served but still further to strengthen the 
hands of the friends of republican institu- 
tions. Under the more liberal statos- 
inanahip and clearer foresight of Jules 
Grevy, republican principles huro been 
slowly but surely gaming ground. Had 
tho bravo Prince Imperial lived there 
might have been Homo hope for the 
triumph of Imperialism, but he gave hia 
life in avenging the insults of another 
country and with him perishes the dream 
of tx reatored empire.

Last Night's illcetini;--nir, R. 
Williams Doiionnccd. 

The Faidiless Opposition ScorotI 

According to announcomont tho work- 
ingnion's party held a meeting at tho 
Theatre Uomiquo last night. A fair 
sized audience was proaont, which waa 
called to order by Mr. .J. 0. Blaohoit, 
who presided as chairman. Several gen- 
tlemen, including the two candidates, 
Messrs. Smith and Duval, and Messrs. 
Stuart, Grant, Haughton, Tierney, Pow- 
ell, Dodds, and U. W. Roper oooupiod 
seats on the platform. 

Mr. J. G. Blaekett said that the work- 
ingmen'a party had received ita full quota 
of abuse since the opening of the cam- 
paign, but that was te be expected in 
election times. But there was one stop 
bi-yond which no gentleman should go. 
It had boon eaid on tho street 
coriiera and through aomo of 
the papers that tho workingmon'a 
party "'had sold out to tho government," 
and was really a wedge between tho gov- 
ornment and opposition to secure the lat- 
tcr's defeat. These assertions were false, 
and Mr. P. T. Williama is said to have 
formulated the charge publicly. Now, if 
Mr. WiUiauis waa in the audience he 
called upon him to come forward and 
prove hia atati'uienta. Wilnoaaea were 
here to show tho falsity of such a state- 
ment and Mr. Williams dared not 
come forward and prove his assertions. 
Theso statenuntR had been made by tho 
(ippoaition, not by the government, and 
Hero as false aa falao conid bo (applause). 

Mr. A. J. .Smi'h referred to tho cliurge 
mudo against him of having intorropted 
Councillor Lipaett at a recent meeting. 
He did not know how Councillor Lipsett 
could make such a charge, but aa an 
aprdogy had been made he would aay no 
uioro about it. He then referred brielly 
to the land (|Ueatiiin and at more length 
dilated on the bonotita of a lien law. He 
prciinused to have such a law passed if 
elected, not a "wishy-washy" ali'air that 
would not hold water, but a solid law 
which would benefit the workinginen. Ho 
thou referred to the Council and taxes 
and the noceasity of a proper d'aiiiago 
systotii. If ulected hu would endeavor to 
have tho peraonal property tax and the 
income ta.\ handed over to the oily. Uo 
then spoke of the charge made against 
!iiiii lit having been oppoae(^to the nine 
hour.s tnoveiuiMit and said that had ' tho 
crtisiuiitteo ih it w.vitdd upon him granted 
his rei]ue3t for three months' grace ho 
would have boon able to accede to their 
demands. He had given his men two 
hours to themselves on Saturday of his 
own free will, and believed nine hours 
was lon^ enough for any man to work. 
He aniiiiunccd that ho was feeling un- 
well and would, conaecjuontly, take his 
host, iinleaa any poraon in the audience 
wished to ask him <]uestionB. [Choora.J 

Mr. Duval was received with applause 
lie said he had not oorae there to "sling 
luud," but was compelled to notice cer- 
tain slanders which luid been freely cir- 
culated during the past few days, He 
hoped Mr. Williams had not mado the 
accusation with which he was ch*rged. 
If there was any man in Victoria who 
knew the statement to be falsa and 
raaliciou.i that man was R. T. Williams, 
[Cheers.] Ho then referred to the party 
plalforni , and npoke ot the iilieniilioii of 
the pul)lic binda. Ho referred to a re - 
mark made at a moeling recently, "that 
iMr. Dnnamuir was ouo of tho greatest 
philanthropists of tho ago." [Cheers.] 
Ha failed to see the truth of this. Ho, 
after treating Mr. Dunsmuirto much free 
mcntinn, spoke of hia action in tho Chinese 
matter and (juoted from (.'oiumissioiu'r 
(Iriiy's reiiort containing J-Ir. Iluusmuir's 
iipiuiun of the (.'hiuuse agitiiliou. Uu 
spuke of the Chiiu.sc HS takiii); IIm [ilaen of 
tliu M'bite men ami ri-torred to tho fact that 
several young girls who caiuc from I he 
east cuuld Hot aecuru ■,ver!' hi-re. Aft(r 
ijuoting from Mr. Duusmuir'a testimony he 
asked, "Now did not Mr.Duusmuir wish to 
give tho Chinese a vote?" [Cries of "No."] 

.K voice — "Nobody in Viotoria ever 
thought of giving the Chinomeu a vote, 
That's iionsenso." 

.\!,-, fJuvcl'-; rcfcri-uces lo Mr. lliiusiuuir 
dill lint, it \^MS \r>iy i-vidi-nt, nu-'-t with 
lu iieh favor from till audienui-. He tlu-ii 
dwelt on the lieu law, iiiul suiil thai a jioiiit 
very important to tlo- workingm-'U was u 
reduction of th-e hours of labor. Ho spoke 
of tho necessity of ihi' workingiiinu's hav- 
ing leisure liours s.j hs to liu aide to rfad 
and improve liis mind. Tho workingmcn's 
Candida tes had gone into tho fight to stay, 
and though they might bo defeated this 
time, llii v would be iu tho battle again at 
thcuox: i li-i-tions. He said that nearly all 
tin; iMuididuti s had borrowed the working- 
iiKii platform in writie:; llvir addresses; 
thill this Was not a light .so much lo elect 
nion as a strugglo fur a grctit pi iiiciple — the 
re|)resor,tation of labiu' in the halls of pur- 
liiuiioiit. Every man who votnl fur the 
workiugmou's candidates voted against the 
"shyster" politicians aud for a gmiit and 
good cause. He believed that after 
tho 7th of next month it wuuld he 
seen that the wurkingmen were no 
iiioonaidorablo element in tho body poll 
tic.

Mr. II iiighton was the next apciker.

Ha.felt 
ho could leave his interettd here aafely in 
hia friciida' hands.

He said 
ho waa aurpriaod to find Mr. Haugh- 
ton aaying Ins waa "an I«hmnelite, with 
hia haiida agaiiiat everybody and every- 
body 'a hand against him." He dwelt on 
his having "hewed a home out of tho 
foreat," on "having raised two sons, oue 
now in tho Imperial aerviee," and 
of having always dono the best he 
could for the people. Ho waa thon de- 
livering a paikrjyric on his career in this 
province, when tho ohuirman inform»d 
liim lirt could not make a spoooh.

Mr. AIcNab Stuart .spoke next, olainiing 
that there Were no political issues at stake. 
Air. Heaven hiul said thoro wero linos o( 
deuiareation. He was glad of that, for ho 
had SI) fur failed to sue it. Iu Ontario and 
(,>uebi'c tlie Hues wore clenrly drawn, but 
here it S'-i'iued to ba a (juestion of men. 
The opposition had been saying they had 
two workiuginen on their ticket— Mr. Wrig- 
losworth and .'^Ir. Williams. They 
were not ■workingiinii, but op- 
]iositioiiiii|s . They did not advocate tho 
workiiigmeii's platiorui, and could not ba 
regarded as typical workingmen. Tho 
Times quoted, ho said, a would-be funny 
remark of tho Standard saying there wore 
six government i^andtdates iu the held, aud 
theu included the uameaof Messrs. Smith 
aud Duval. It know the statement to 
bo untrue, and both poveruniont and oppo- 
sition wero awai e that tho workingmen were 
allied to upitln r party, but were Qghting 
out a Irii" issue. 

Mr. rdai'kotl said he thought it 
winild iiONv br eoni'oded tliul proof of the 
stutciiii-nl s ciiculati-d by the opposition 
party relative tr> the workiii;;mou's candi- 
dates having liecii boiighl over by the gov- 
crnuuiit could not In- broni^ht lnrwiird, and 
that they Were caluiiinie.i made out ot whole 
cloth, which could uot be substantiated in 
the slightest particular. He then dismissed 
the nioeling which by this time had dwin- 
dled consideriibly in size.

A public moelini; wfiB hold hint iii^bt at 
thu Hchoolrootu, liaquimaU, by tho govorn- 
uieut caudidatos tu eiiiible llio opposition 
oandidntea to c-xprc-n their vlevrs if they 
Una any— as tho appointed chairman, Mr. 
John Doran, rpinnrkod. 

Mr. rfett protested that th(» govornnioiii 
t'andidatos should speak lirst. 

Mr. Higgins and Mr. Pooley had no ob- 
jection to speaking before -the Other candU 
dates, :, 

Sir. HigginK, in response to the ohair- 
man'B uall, aiuid applauuo, took tho Ktaud, 
and Haid life suppoBod that ho was tho 
worst rtbufiod man iu tho provinoo. ohargoil 
with having thaulu'd God bo was not an 
Englishniau, and of having boon guilty of 
evorything perhaps uxcupt of having luur- 
dorcd hiH giaudiuothor or turnod pirato. It 
had bouu Htatcd that in ISliu ho wa.s ono of 
thosu who advoeatcd anuoxation. Ho 
would ])roduee files of his paper of that 
dato to piovo th.li siich had been anything 
but tho oaae. He ooutinuod that not only 
was the charge a deliberate elauiier but ho 
had aotually advoeatL-J coufederatioQ and 
ha on II true and loyal PrititiU aabject. [Ap- 
plouso.l Not only that, but ho claimed to 
have beou the chief coiifcdorntioni.ii of tho 
oolony, and had uhiuI tho eolumna of his 
paper (the ('hronichO to aid tho project.

terest any better than tho-pr^tent; but he 
might Bay that if sach restrictions had I 
been placed it would not have boon poBii- 
bla to find anyone willing to undertake i 
the oonstruotion of tho line.

This was a species of legis- 
lative brigandage which ahould not be 
longer toluruted. Ho procaetlod to na.iorl 
that all the money expended on tho i.iland 
railway had gone into tho hands of Ohi- 
uamen and never had thero been a weak- 
er or more venal legislature than the pro- 
sent — 80 different from the ability dis- 
played in previous governments. They 
had done nothing but look after Mr. 
Dunsmuir and the intorebt.i of a tew pri- 
vate eomp! nies. .-Vftor a year from next 
Deoember tho island railway lands oould 
not be purchased at @1 an acre; and what 
he hoped to see was the line transferred 
from private hands to theO.P U.-- 
which alone oould ever make Esquimau 
tho true turminua of tho Canadian I'aeilie. 
In spite of tho refund on acfount ot tha 
deck the province h-id boon plunged into 
debt and the money expended on the 
mainland. Ho might mention that those 
who voted need not fe.'tr that tlu ir ballots 
would bo iixamined: ami so tiicy need 
have no apprehension of a rei)etition of 
tho previous liaquimalt scandal.

Darius Tony, wIiocHi'lI in Oiiclie (Jrcok 
Slough, in C'liliforuiu, in ISa:!. While 
few of my readers will reineiuher Mr. 
Torry, his tragic death and a poem 
vrhiob succeeded it may be recalled 
now, as we are nenrin;,' tlio timu of year 
in whicli he ])erisht ii. 

Starting out sis In; elid i)i .iunc, Ti'i, 
to Ko from liixu .lose to Hacranieulo, iic- 
companied by lu.s team and a red wag- 
on with a greeu box, we may readily 
imagine the surprise shown by the 
people of the vidley and near Cache 
Oreek Slough when they discovered 
the team without Mariua. 

The po,em, in u melancholy niauuer, 
alludes to Mr. 'I'orry'H courafjG and in- 
trepidity as well aa the sudden and ab- 
rupt termination of hi« career in the 
following couplet: —

'i'lic poet dooH not go on so minutely 
to detail the uircum.stanoes aa we could 
wish, but from other sources it is learn- 
ed that Darius reached Cache Creek 
Slough in .June, '52, on the same morn- 
ing that a hiyi^o roan, grizzly bear tliil. 
It was the llrst tinu: that they had 
evi-r ii;rt. tJiruuin.-! aiiccs had never 
thrown ihcni Ui^'clhcr before. 

-•Vfler a few preliminary roniarks 
came an expression of mutual surprise 
perhaps. Mr. Terry inserted himself iu 
the bear. This inspires the following 
linos, whieli I in.sert here:

Had I been born a poet of the obit- 
uary type, with vivid language ami a 
trenchout pen, it seems to me that I 
would want no better foundation upon 
which to place the graceful superstruc- 
ture of ver.se than the fon^going cir- 
cumstances. The ])oe(, who coiihl view 
unmoved the iiiciure of a large grizzly 
bear in the full tlu«h of manhootl, as it 
were, with Mr. Torry's side whiskers 
sticking out of the corners of his 
mouth, e.iust lie hard to move. 

When till' rescuing party approach- 
ed they found a straw hat, a pair of 
horflea and inarlta of violence. The 
straw hat and the team were taken up 
to Sacramento, but the marks of vio- 
lence were allowed to remain where 
tbey were. 

The poet, referring to the Darius' 
family says: 

He left no own motlior to mourn hia ud doom. 

But with eympaihy Ionia tho one in bar room 

From this we may gather mo»t any 
kind of inforui.itiou we would like, but 
the U'o.^t natural tran.ilation would be 
the MUggr.Htion that Darius l)y in(.rodiic- 
ing himself into the woi'ks of tho ad- 
ult CaliforniaJ beai-, in the year '62, 
cast a large, rectangular gloom over his 
stepmother. 

But a man should not consult his 
own selfish interes'ts alone when he is 
tempted, to iiinert himself into the 
coarse and uur.ultivated bear of tlie 
wild frontier. He should remember 
his family and his friends. The poet 
also intimates that '^]r. Tnr'y lift 
other relatives.

The |)f)ct has aptly deHcribcd the 
v,-bole .situation iu the Torry family. 
In fancy we see the two brothers tak- 
ing up this cross of ]iatie'ntly waiting 
till the tiiiii' «hrn Dai-ius lihould 
mnergp from ihu in-ir at the lir.st 
streak of dawn |iiii the judgment day, 
eairving one lung in each liaiul and 
iiKjuiring of every one he saw where 
be would be likely to find his stap- 
mother. 

Jn closing, the poet says: — 

Dariuh was pluaiiaiit, kiiii) liod fair, 

Niiw for to itir'tjt luiii, let each uiie prepurc. 

Of course wc W(juld all like very 
much to meet Darius, esjmcially mo 
long as be was pleasant, kind and fair, 
but would it beany more than right 
for Darius to come and meet ub, as 
there are so many of us and so few of 
bini. It is, of course, confusing for a 
ji 111 to ill' .iwaki-nt'd after a nliiiiil)''r 
of centuries, perhaps by the shrill blu.'it 
of the last trump, to find himself si g- 
gregated, aa he naturally would be un- 
der the above circumstances, but it 
would be no more than right for Har 
ius to gather up what organs he could 
find readilv ami with what faeultie.'i he 
could gather up and put in a cigar liox, 
and come and meet the majority, in- 
stead of asking the majority to come 
and meet him. 

Through all the poem, there is a 
strong tendency on the part of the 
writer to take out a license and use it 
to excess . 

Still T did not si.'irt out to criticise 
the poem. 1 am not a judge of poetic 
worth, being only a plain prose writer, 
at times, perhaps, dropfiing into mel 
odious measure wln>ti my glad heart 
will no longM- yield to tho irksome 
bondo of flull, methodical prose, hut as 
a general rule, content to let other 
glorious birds of song lio niy iwittering 
while I move modestly along adown 
life's rugged pathway, permitting 
others to pluck the beautful blossoms 
of rhyme, while I gather the early rose 
potatoes and Hubbard squash oii nf 
hard fact which bestrew my pathway.
